In compliance with the requirements of Cliapter 41 of the 
ordinances, the Commissioner of Public Works respectfully 
presents the ninety-seventh quarterly report of the expendi- 
tures by the several depaitments under his direction and con- 
trol, with statements of work ordered and the condition and 
cost of same, for the quarter ending March 80, 1907.

December 1st, the proposal of the Narragansett Improve- 
ment Company, to lay asphalt pavement aroimd the new post 
office building at $1.60 per square yard, with binder course, 
and $2.25 per square yard on a concrete base, was accepted 
and a contract subsequently executed.

HIGHWAYS. 

Oil March 81st of the current year the General Assembly 
passed an Act authorizing the City of Providence to charge 
a rental for the use of its highways for the storage and 
sale of merchandise, and under the provisions of such legis- 
lative authority, this department on May 28tli began the 
issuance of licenses, for spaces on Dyer, Crawfortl and South 
Water streets, to the farmers and market gardeners who 
have been accustomed to occupy the aforesaid streets for the 
sale of their produce during the past thirty years, free of 
expense. Frequent conferences were held with the farmers 
prior to the inauguration of the new regime for the purpose 
of obtaining their views relative to rates and the advantages 
and disadvantages to accrue from the enforcement of the 
Act, and while a few objected to the payment of any sum 
whatever or to the curtailment of what they considered tlieir 
rights in tl»e [)rcinises, the ('onsensus of opinion was that the 
proposed rates were reasonable and the advantage t<» be 
derived from the absolute possession of a fixed location for 
the conduct of their business far outweighed the pecuniary 
consideration. Following the successful placing of the farm 
ers, the subj(M*t was taken up with the wholesale produce 
<lealers and retail stores sucessively, with the result that at 
the [)iesent (bite tliere have been issued :

which expire March 31, 1910. 

The rules and regulations established under the provisions 
of the Act have been very ably enforced by the police de- 
partment, and it is confidently expected that this year's experi- 
ence will demonstrate without question the utility of the law, 
aside from its pecuniary value to the city. 

Three permits to open streets were issued during the 
quarter. 

July 29th, a schedule of unpaid curbing bills amounting 
to $6,242.24 was certified to the assessors of taxes for col- 
lection. 

September 9th, the proposal of the NaiTagansett Improve- 
ment Company, to lay about 7,000 square yards of Bermudez 
asphalt was accepted and a contract subsequently executed 
at the following prices, viz. :

In compliance with the requirements of Chapter 41 of the 
ordinances, the Commissioner of Public Works respectfully 
presents the one hundred and tenth quarterly report of the 
expenditures by the several departments under his direction 
and control, with statements of work ordered and the condi- 
tion and cost of same, for the quarter ending June 30, 
1910. 

WATER WORKS. 

June 6th, proposals for furnishing the coal required by this 
department for one year, were accepted and contracts subse- 
quently executed as follows :
